The workmen are oow en- 
gaged iu tearing down the old Mont- 
gomerr house, which was in ita day 
the finest house ia Hopkinsville. It 
is situated on Main street, between 
10th and 11th, and for many years 
has been used for offices for tobacco 
men. The house was Iniiit by Dr. 
Montgomery in 18i7 at a cost of $10,- 
000. It is, including a basement 
story, three stories high. Wide stoai 
steps lead up to the main hallwav ii 
the second story. This hall is very 
u ide and roomy, and iu the rear end 
steps lead above and below to the 
other iloors. On either side there 
were two largo rooms connected by 
partition doors. This arrangement 
was tbe same in tbe upper story, 
making eight large rooms, besides 
tbe rooms in the basement and the 
two immense halls. In front the por- 
tico was supported by Ionic columns 
as big around as a large barrel and 
corrugated from top to bottom 
late years the white paint has 
off these silent sentinels of a 
age of architecture, and they 
appeared as wooden eyesores, used 
for whittling posts by those lounging 
about them. It is said the building 
of this mansion, which originally oc- 
cupied the whole square, broke Dr.

THE SCIENTIFIC METHOD. 
A Farmer Who Haa Set One Pest to 
Kllllns Another. 
A farmer by the name of Hender- 
son, who lives about five miles north 
of Greenwich, Conn., has been great- 
ly troubled for some years past with 
mosquitoes, and has adopted a singu- 
lar method of ridding his household 
of them. His farm is situated v 
near the outskirts of a second gro^ 
of trees and shrubbery, among which 
there is a ooosiderably number of 
pines. The pine tree ift a favorite of 
the mosquito. Farmer Henderson 
bad read in the Sunday World of the 
tests made by the reverend gentle- 
mta- on Long {aland who tried to 
drive away the importuiiate mosq ui to 
by pouring oil on the ponds and lakes 
in the neighborhood. Unfortunately 
there are no ponds or lakes in the 
vicinity of the Henderson farm. 

After some days of deep study, 
however, Mr. Hendtrsoo trans- 
plantod a young pine tree to a wash- 
tub and plEu:ed the tub in the wood 
shed adjoining the bouse. In this 
woodshed there are and always have 
been giieat quantities of spiders of 
various species, and thetr webs are 
stretched In almost every svailable 
nook. Farmer Henderson calculated 
that the mosquitoes which usually 
loitered about tho house would bo at- 
tracted to tlic wcrodshed by the pres- 
ence of the pine, and that once hav- 
iug entered the' shed the spiders 
wouia us the rest. He was, aiter 
the expiration of a week, much grat- 
ified to find that the troublesome 
insects hud almost deserted the main 
building, and that the webs of the 
opiders were well filled with tho 
s>iuK«4M<*c^ Henderson's next 
movf tll^l to introduo>> i:piders on 
the treis and enoouiage them to 
weave their webs among its branches.

Col. James Andrews, now located 
In Pittsburgfi, and whom St. Louis- 
ill remember hs the associate 
of Capt. James B. Eads In the won- 
derful works of srgiuecrlng at New 
Orleans, has explained his plan for 
electric railway motor which will 
attain a speed of four hundred miles 
an hour, in an interview in the Pitts- 
burgh Commercial Gazette. He says; 

' Some time ago I made some- 
drawings fronj an idea I formed on 
railway travel, and connected the 
cars of the future with an electrical 
device, doing away entirely with lo- 
comotives, as each car would carry 
its own power — that is, carry mo- 
tors and pick up the power from a 
single traok or from iron pins in 
tie boxes along the track. The cars 
will have the same capacity for pas- 
senger trafflc 89 those In use, but 
will be of an entirely different shape. 

Instead of huge wooden struc- 
tures, which experiments prove re- 

?[uire immense power to overcome the 
riction entoiled on a journey, espe- 
cially when they are running at a 
high rate of speed, we intend to 
build a steel cylinder-shaped car, 
with an entirely smooth surface, re- 
sembling a cigar, save that it will 
be pointed at both ends to allow it 
to run iu either direction without 
turning. All nuts, bolts and other 
ternal appurtenances will be even 
with the surface, thus saving power 
required to overcome friction. This 
car will be run on a single track 
with a rail in the middle of the ties. 
On each side of the rail will be a sys- 
tem of brackets, six or seven feet 
high, supported by outside braces. 

The car will be built on two 
wheels something similar to a bicy- 
cle. These wheels will be placed at 
each end of the car and extend 
into it at its diametrical center. The 
wheels and rails will be double 
flanged, and everything will be 
smooth as glass and as frictionless as 
it is possible to make them. The 
bed of tho car will be as near the 
rail as is consistent with safety, 
thus bringing tho center of gravity 
as low as possible. Along the sides 
of the car as many little friction 
heels can be placed Eks isinecessary, 
and these will run in the channel 
bars, keeping the car balanced or al- 
lowing it to run smoothly if itsbould 
lean to one side a few inches. 
Springs are attached to the friction 
wheels to aid la regulating the car, 
should It tend to one side when going 
at this high rate of speed. Oa the 
axles of each wheel are attached two 
motors which furnish the power. 
The 4hslde of the car can be as 
luxuriously furnished as tbey are at 
present, and the walls may be oosb- 
ioned to avoid mj waplaowyntaesa, "

He called 
out to us that he had lost the trail, 
and had groped his way ui.til he had 
found himself on th:.l ^".i.;zy rock, 
and was unable to lind his way 
down. lie had lost his companions, 
and (vas iu a bad fix. 

"The girls helped him out, be- 
cause they did not feel that under 
such circumstances it was necessary 
to ignore men so completely as the 
platform of the expedition required. 
They compassionately fed him and 
started him on the right trail after 
his friends. But they do not con- 
sider that this achievement com- 
pares with the fortitude with which 
they ignored the snakes that they 
met on all sides." 

The British army bands use the 
high pitch, the queen's regulations 
running as fodows; "In ortier to 
insure uniformity throughout the 
regimental bands of the service the 
instruments are to be of the same 
pitch as that adopted by the Phil- 
harmonic society." The Philhar- 
monic s<x;lety has recently decided 
to adopt the lower pitch, and, ac- 
cordingly, the queen's regulations 
will doubtless have to be amended. 
It Is estimated by competent author- 
ity that the cost of altering the in- 
struments of the army bands to the 
lower pitch would amount to tie- 
tween $1,000,000 and $1,600,000, bui- 
lt is more than doubtful it any chan- 
cellor of the exchequer would spend 
so large a sum for such a purpose.

HISTORIC EVERGREENS. 
Planted Over Sixty Years Ago In Wl* 
consin by a Pioneer Resident. 
The far-famod "evergreen avenue' 
In front of the Catholic church at 
l^ittle Chute, which for nearly sixt} 
fhfxi has been a landmark knowt^ 
and admired throughout the Fox 
river valley, is no more. The local 
church amhorlties for some reasor. 
decided ui)un its removal, and the 
beautiful evergreen trees have been 
cut down and sold for firewood 
This avenue of splendid evergreen 
trees was planted by the hands ei 
Father Van der Urook, the pioneer 
r;is.'iionary of the Fox River region. 
It wa.sin i831 that Father Van der 
Brook, then a young but learnec' 
and pious priest of the Roman Cath 
olic church, left his home in the east 
and came west to the then territori- 
al wilds of Wisconsin to become ;i 
nii.ssioiiary onioiig tin' Indians. IL, 
canic to what is now Little Chute, 
then the priiiciiwl village of tht 
Menominee tribe of Indians, on Jul;. 
4, 1831. For the first few years hi- 
only parishioners were the Mcnonii 
neo Indians and the few clianco v,iy- 
agers and hiu-dy trappi-rs and luuU- 

time trail from Ilort Howard to Fori 
Dearborn (Chicago). In 1835, on 
the site where in 1673 Father Mar- 
quette estar-lished the first mission 
on Fox rivor, Father Van der Brook 
buili a bark wigwam, from which he 
preached the Gospel to lii.s savage 
hearers even as had the early 
Jesuits two centuries before him. 
In 1836 ho built a little log church 
ou the site of the earlier wigwam, 
and it still stands a short distance 
from the more pn'ti'iitiiiu-, hut less 
jnctiirosque brick rftrui ture which 
now occupies the site of that earlier 
house of worship. From the doct 
of this little ohapel which stood on 
the crest of the bluff, he planted two 
rows of evergreen trees, leading 
back about forty rods to the "trail," 
now the main street of Little Chute 
and the highway from Appleton to 
Kaukauna, To the day of his death, 
la Novemb«r» t8Sl< these trees were 
an especial object of his care.— 
Milwaukee Journal.
